Richardson had 
also called for special property tax relief last December, 
and has been a strong advocate of state-wide tax cuts. 

“SB 1283 gives a break to all taxpayers,” said Richard¬ 
son. "It provides a 50 per cent tax credit wiUi a $500 
ceiling for joint returns, and a $250 maximum for single 
returns. There is also a provision for those people who 
can claim no taxable income.” 

‘The surplus may look great to some, but as it is 
now, it just sits around waiting to be spent. Its best u.se 
is to return it to the people it was taken from.” 

Richardson concluded, ‘The budget surplus actually 
comes from a mistake by tlie present administration. The 
state is continuing to collect taxes that were raised In 
the pa.st to balance the budge. The original idea was to 
balance the budget and then reduce both spending and 
taxes to keep it balanced. However, tax levels have 
remained high, causing file surplus.”
